o^c per ticket. Under the new schedule of fares 
you will buy 30 tickets for $1.5.0 or 5c per ticket. 


Mr. Gifford on behalf of the City estimates 


that about 50% of all rides under the new sched- 
ule will be at the 5c rate. This means'a saying to 
the family book-rider, the peopSe to whom the 
car is an absolute necessity, of about $20,000 
per year or $200,000 over a ten year period. Do 
you want to make this saving? Do you want 
the Common Council to approve this schedule 
of. fares? 


It is not expected that everybody will want 


to ride on the 5c ticket OP that more than 50% 
of the rides wifl be on the 5c ticket. If more 
than 50% should ride on the 5c ticket the Com- 
pany would not receive an increase in revenue; 
in fact would receive less revenue than it does 
now. To limit the Sc'ticket rides to the man to 
whom the street car is a necessity, it is necessary 
-that these tickets be sold in books. The con stant 
rider will use up a book in a very short time, and 
therefore it is a good investment for him to buy 
a $1.50 book. The man to whom the street car 
is merely a convenience and not a necessity will 
either buy the 7c tickets or pay the lOc fare. 


In Green Bay where the lowest ticket rate 


is 6c the rider must invest $3.00 buying 50 tickets 
at one time. In Madison it is now proposed to 


Madison 


require the constant rider to invest only $1.50 
for which he gets 30 tickets at the rate of 5c 
each. 


Your City Officials, the Mayor, the City At- 


torney and the City Engineer have told you 
through the Common Council that they beMeve 
the schedule of fares as proposed is for the best 
interest of the City and should be approved by 
the Council Thes- gentlemen have studied the 
subject with much care and look at it with broad 
vision as a constructive measure. They know 
that there have been practically no improve- 
ments made to the railway system during the 
past five years. They know this is due to a lack 
of income and that a continuance of these con- 
ditions will soon leave the City without adequate 
transport. They realize that the public must 
pay for pavement directly or indirectly and be- 
lieve that the cost should be upon the general 
tax fund rather than upon the car-rider. 


The compromise between your officials and 


the representatives of the Railway Company is 
no snap judgment but the result of many 
months of study and effort and of consideration 
of many plans for adjustment of the Railway 
problems. The present conditions cannot con- 
tinue much longer without serious discomfort to 
those dependent upon the street cars. -Your 
elected representatives in the Common Council 
are anxious to do what is best for the City. The 
Mayor, City Attorney, and City Engineer have 
told them what they think is best. It is up to you 
to do likewise if you expect them to carry out 
you/wishes.

He declared the legacy of $1,- 


000,000 left him by 'his father was 
an evil thing. He 
said it had 


smashed his homo and broken up 
his family. Because of it, he had 
become separated from, his (wife 
and baby daughter. 


Garland has settled one-third of 


the legacy on his wife and daugh- 
ter. He will keep 5500 for himself. 
At his earliest, opportunity he will 
give the rest, amounting to $1,060,- 
167, into the hands of people whwse 
judgment he can trust. 


"I will lot them distribute it as 


they see fit,'; he said. "I haven't 
yet made up my mind who these 
people will be. I myself don't want 
to take the responsibility of insult- 
ing people by giving them money. 


"1 haven't changed by property 


theories. 
I still think that money 


is worthless and evil. But in my 
hands it may do less harm than in 
the hands of others. It is my'bur- 
den, and I must shoulder it.

HE most crowded spot on earth is 
lower Manhattan isfancL 
The cur- 


rents of life all flow toward this one 
whirling center. If the Spirit of Civili- 
zation ia ever tempted to exclaim with 
the pride of Nebuchadrezzar, "Behold 
this city which I have built!" she should 


. be pitched into Times Square in the rush 
hour. In the subways alone, with an ex- 
tended system of transfers, .well over 
two million fares are paid every day. In 
addition two elevated roads run up and 
down the island, there are almost innum- 
erable surface lines, and a considerable 
number of bus lines.' It is possible to see 
eleven busses on one short block of Fifth 


Ave. 
Thousands of automobiles crowd 


the 'main thoroughfares, so jammed to- 
gether that one can hardly get between 
them, and three persons are killed by 
them on the average every day in the 
year. And ferries, bridges and tinder- 
river tubes connect Manhattan with the 
outlying parts of greater New York. But 
instead of letting people out more freely 
they seem to let more people in. 


The rush 'hour in the subway at the 


down to\vn stations has become unendur- 
able, and is rapidly growing worse, yet 
any substantial relief by the building of 
new subways seema to be several years 
off at best. The cars are jammed to the 
point of suffocation. Bodies of men make 
a charge upon the doors, and wedge them- 
selves in if they can. The trains are a 
block long, and run as close together as | 
possible, yet one sometimes has to wait 
from one train to another. Then the plat- 
lorms, huge as'they are, become crowded 
to the point of danger. At Times Square 
the station for the last few days has been 
closed for a lew minutes at a time'be- 
cause it seemed better to overcrowd the 
street than the platform. But whether 
above ground or below, the 
stifling 


struggling congestion is appalling. 
• What is it that has made this thing? 
Why is it necessary for tens of thousands 
to spend two or three hours every day 
getting to and fr«m their work? Of

Several times in tail column. I have spoken 


critically of the euganicists, I have criticized 
them because, in over-emphasizing the import- 
ance of breeding good human stock — much of 
it very uncertain — they draw attention away 
from the importance of constructing a good 
society. But there is one part of the eugenic 
program which is acknowledged by every one 
to be sound, and is of very great importance. 
This is the elimination of feeble-mindedness. 


Feeble-mindedness may not be increasing as 


city. Peeper than that, what are the 
causes of this massin-g of manufacturing 
and commerce and finance in one little 
.<?pot? Is it a hopeless conundrum to ask, 
"Why is a city?" The'sociologist -who 
could actually discover its subtle, 'under- 
lying causes, the statesman who could

They are happier 
and better off anyway in proper institutions 
where they can be suitably cared for according 
to their special needs than they can be at home 
or at large in society, and the community' is 


But there is supposed to' be 
obstacle—the expense.', Tax 


much better off also. 


Some of them are oared for in institutions 


now, but there is not room enough for all. It 
has been estimated that there is need of six 
times as many institutions as there are now. 
The best methods"are known. The plants.per- 
fectly feasible, 
one insuperable 
payers won't stand for it.

1. It costs no moro to house the feeble- 


minded by themselves than to, care for them a« 
they are now.
